Makes Progress 


Net Earnings Greater And Total 
Assets Show Very Satisfactory 
Gains—Many New Branches 
The annual report of the Merchants 
Bank of Canada, just issued for the 
year ended April 30th, 1919, is the 
most satisfactory in the history of this 
bank.

tries, and there are only four manu- 
facturers in England — three at Bir- 
mingham and one at Redditch — but 
the metal shortage has brought their 
business almost to a standstill. The 
trade does not consume a great deal 
of metal, but the number of thimbles 
on order lodks formidable endugh. 
France alone is in want of 450,000 
gross.

Manitoba Crops

All Cut Except Small Percentage of 
Later Fields 


In a summary of harvest conditions 
at the end of August, the Manitoba 
Department of Agriculture states that 
all the crop was cut except a small 
percentage of the later fields, most of 
these later crops being intended for 
feeding purposes; also a big swath 
of the threshing was done. It is safe 
to say that the work is a full month 
ahead as compared with some years, 
and at least two or three weeks ahead 
of the average. 

A gregt many correspondents be- 
licve that the heat did more harm to 
the crops than was wrought by the 
rust; this is more true of the western 
than of the eastern side of the prov- 
ince, 

The average of all the estimates as 
to yields reported below is as fol- 
lows:-Wheat a little over 15 bushels, 
oats about 38 bushels, barley 23 bush- 
els, Wheat grades generally will not 
be high. Perhaps the most disap- 
pointing crop all rotund is late bar- 
ley. Reports as to potatoes vary a 
great deal, but are not generally 
above the average. In. the eastern 
side of the province,sonie correspon- 
dents report plenty-of hay and straw 
to spare, while there will not be quite 
enough for the stock on hand in the 
southwestern corner of the proviuce 

Fodder corn has been a great suc- 
cess this year, and garden crops have 
been good. The correspondent at 
Bowsman River in the Swan River 
Valley reports that lots of tomatoes 
have ripened’ on the vines, and no- 
where in Manitoba, apparently, has 
there been any frost.

At 
this plant over 2,000 tons cf coal of 
différent qualities, have beet -treated 
with excellent results, and there is a - 
fair prospect of securing the co-oper- 
ation of large gas companies in-apply- 
ing the results under every-day con-  - 
ditions, So many. factors are_in- , 
volvyed—such as the varying chic- 
teristics, of coal and the fluciuations 
in the market of by-producis—that a 
fresh solution must be worked out 
for almost every district.

Fish Meal Should Be Be Used in Small

The Wisconsin Experiment Station, 
Madison, Wisconsin, recently con- 
ducted some pig-feeding experiments 
in which fish meal was fed in com- 
parison’ with tankage and other pro- 
tein feeds. The lot fed fish meal 
gave the largest gains in both trials, 
Fish meal, like tankage which is X 
made from meat scraps, is a high 
protein feed and should be used in 
a relatively small quantity as a sup- 
plement to such starchy feeds as corn 
and barley. Fish meal should form 
froni seven to twelve per cent. of the 
grain ration by weight, depending up- 
on the age of the. pigs, younger pigs 
needing the largest proportion 
protein feed. - pee 
Fish meal is more valuable for pigs 
than for any other class of farm dni-) 
mals, although it has been fed with 
fair success to dairy cows. Investi- - 
gations made in Eyrope show that 
80 pounds of dried herring cake will 
take the place of 100 pounds of lin- 
seed_oilmeal far cows. Tankage is * 
worth at the present time $105 per 
ton as a feed for The results 
of the Wisconsin experiments “would 
indicate that dried fish meal will have 
at least an equal value for hogs.
